Ity. In previous years the number of 
McGill studen^ as compared with 
those from American Universities has 
beeiu»latively small, but it Is ex- 
pec|M%muS«the reduced rates will 



bring about some change. 

The French Summer School, which 
begins on June 27 and closes on July 
30, offers to those attending the 
opportunity ofr^llving in an exclusively 
French atmosphere for a period, of 
one month during which they 'will 
hear, speak and read nothing but 
French. Sightsèelng tours are con • 



ducted, weekly dances arc held and 
plays, are attended, at all of which 
the French language Is spoken ex- 
clusively. In past years satlsfactovy 
results have always , been obtaiiictl 
with the students, ' all of ^hom were 
able to express themselves in French 
at the end of the session. 

A scholarship for a first year man 
and woman student of McGill is being 
offered, which is equivalent to the 
full fe of thè course.. Thi; 
scholarship will be awarded to' a 
student from any province other thçiii 
Quebec who intends to take Honours 
in French and who is considered ; as 
having m'ade the most progress ; in 
French during the year. ; All applica- 
tions for this scholarship are to be 
made to Professor du Roure.

It is rumoured ' that tho announce- 
ment of the graduation of over one 
hundred unemployed arls students is 
being received with sonic trepidation 
in governmental circles at Ottawa. 
Already heavily burdened with un- 
employment relief work, the govern- 
ment is bciiiK forced to supplement 
lis public works prognini. "But what," 
was asked tho other day by an Hon- 
ourable Member during debate, 
'What can these men do? That, Sir, 
is the problem with which this coun- 
try Is being faced today," Finally, 
the subject was referred to a special 
committee for Investigation. 

Yesterday, Prof, J. 0. Hemmcon, 
leader of the Arts men, was called to 
Ottawa to appear before the Com- 
mittee. Dr. Hemmcon, it could be 
easily perceived, was at a loss to find 
any solution that would be accept- 
able to the present political regime. 
However, ho did propose that the 
whole matter be referred to a Board 
of Conciliation with himself as 
chairman. The following is a state- 
ment in support of the Arts '32 class 
issued from the Arts Building last 
night:— 

October. 1, 1028 is a date memor- 
able In history . not, only for the in- 
auguration of the Russian Five Year 
Plan. At 'that - time, three hundred 
new recruits for training in unem- 
ployment appeared at tlie Roddick 
Gates. After overcoming the futile 
attempts on .thç part of Unemploy- 
ment '31 to stem the tide, the youth- 
ful cnthiisiasts surged forward, clam- 
ouring for Instriictiori in their chos- 
en profession. In the first year the 
Indigestible diet of English 2 proved 
too discouraging for many. But the 
ll'conqinics. pepartivicnt, tho upholder 
of the true out-of-work principles, 
was more congenial to the ujiejnp.lpy- 
ablcs of Arts '33. And tho class ' will 
forever remain indebted to their 
Economics professors for tho satisfy- 
ing philosophy they Imbibed from 
them. With a knowledge of trade 
cycles and seasonal fluctuations, their 
peace of mind was restored. How- 
ever, they did view with alarm cer- 
tain radical elements who Insisted on 
having "work for all." But it is be- 
lieved thai siich orthodoxy will soon 
be undermined by the researches on 
employment soon to be ooiiduct'ed by 
some of. oUr post-gradiiates, and that 
tho workless Utopia will then be at 
hand. 

Bub the class has not been back- 
ward in making tangible contribu- 
tions to the science of the oliniinar 
tlon of employment, and took a firm 
stand on the question of Freshmen 
Initiation, being instrumental in 
abolishing <thc institi^tion as calling 
for too much exertion on their part. 
Then, too, the ' class encouraged a 
number of is members to bury them- 
selves in Philosophy and the Class- 
ics, thereby assuring tliem of a life 
of peaceful unemployment. 

To mention every member of; this 
illustrious class | who 'will, no ^i^ovibt, 
be well known in the Hobo Associa- 
tions., pf the larger cities within a 
few years, would be beyond the abil- 
ity of the writer and would far ex- 
ceed the .space allotted. Yet .speaking 
of Government Institutions for the 
unemployed brings . to mind a few 
names which have been more or less 
notorious during the past four years. 

The first is our perennial president, 
KEN BAKER, whose executive posi- 
tions with clubs and societies far 
outnumber the different topics Dr. 
Leacock can talk about in a whole 
lecture. Being a brilliant economist It 
Is rumoured that he Is gohig to take 
UP Railroading of some sort ot; otjiçr 
upon graduation. ç . 

The only other member to occupy

Columbia University's little AprU Fool's Day 
Joke on its students— the expulsion of Reed Harris, 
editor of Columbia Spectator— produced the first 
violent agitation on the campus, In the memory of 
old grads, since 1907, in which year, it seems, the 
abolition of the football team brought vigorous 
protests. And now. 25 years later, students como 
to the defence of an editor who took special pains 
to criticize the football men I 

In tlie present "crisis'' the fh-st question 
which naturally arises Is this: Was Reed Harris 
sincere in his editorials, or was he Just getting 
what he was looking for? In spite of suggestions 
to the contrary, a former managing editor of Spec, 
who is noted' for his sound opinions, assured me 
the other day that Harris' sincerity was unques- 
tionable. 

The whole affair received surprisingly gener- 
ous prominence and^ space In the downtown press, 
Fighting in Manchuria and other points East be- 
ing as 'didlj.as Jt was at the time, and other spot 
news not''' coming In as plentifully as desired, it 
was a great opportunity to keep special writers 
and photographers busy. Comment was forth- 
coming a-plenty from editorial writers, columnists 
and sports writers, and Harris appeared to have 
many champions. 

From the standpoint of the students them- 
selves, it is probable that no one at any time ser- 
iously believed that such agitation would bring 
about Harris' reinstatement. While certain mem 
bers of "the Columbia Social Problems Club— who 
organized the strike — were undoubtedly sincere, (to 
quote my pal, the former Spec editor) "it was 
Just swell fun for everybody" and not much more, 
Of the more humorous elements In the agita- 
tion, a few aspects deserve mention. With respect 
to the cutting of classes one day, it was noted 
that members of the footbaU team, frequently ab 
sent from lectures, took special pains to be present 
—a striking contrast to the more: faithful students, 
the majority of whom stayed away. One fellow 
stude of mine, found in a seml-falnting condition, 
explained that he had seen Ralph Hewitt, the 
football captain, carrying a textbook for the first 
time in the memory of anyone. 

. Equally amuSing was a statement made by a 
speaker at one of the meetings: this fellow claim- 
ed that the last student Journalist to get into 
trouble with Columbia authorities had been Pre- 
sident Micholas ^Murray Butler hbnself. who, he 
said, had been reprimanded in 1882, but who ap 
parently bad successfully defended himself. 
BALLYHOO BUFFALOED 
Publisher George T. Delacorte Jr's Ballyhoo, 
new style monthly wisecracking magazine, struck 
a snag some little time ago when it was trying to 
put a new wrinkle on the market. The plan in 
question was to have one edition sold with paper 
which reeked strongly of things alcoholic. With this 
.ideailnjmtndi^it went Into a huddle with a pro- 
minent American paper company (whose slogan, to 
give you a clue, is that its "modem, well-equipped 
research division is maintained to assist in develop' 
ing special process papers"). 

Well, two members of the research division of 
this firm went to' work merrily enough, but results 
were not forthcoming. Finally, early one evening 
they gave up in disgust, and set off to a large 
moving-picture house to . get the mess off their 
minds. They had been seated only a few minutes 
when they noticed people sniffing around them. 

It appeared that the company had been 
eminently successful in making two members of. Its 
research division reek (externally) of things al 
coholic, although the plan to saturate the paper had 
failed. And incldentaUy. Ballyhoo Is still working 
out the plan 

The crop of imitators of Ballyhoo has grown to 
astonishing proportions and appears to be by no 
means at an end. What probably was the first copy^ 
cat bore the title Tickle-me-too; it proved ephemeral 
and passed out quickly, without music. In its place 
have risen KooKoo, Aw Nerts!. Bunk, Jest and 
Bushwa. Jest was meant to be Jester, but just as 
the mag was going to press it was found that a 
university in New York called Columbia had a 
funny, sheet of that name, so (to avoid law suits) 
a quick, last-minute shift had to be made, which 
meant that publication was behind schedule. (As 
far as can be ascertained, Bushwa Is a corruption 
of "Bourgeois"). And now comes Toronto's con- 
tribution to the copycats, Oh. Oh, Canada, which 
would seem to suggest that the imitation racket 
is assuming intcmationat proportions. 

Ballyhoo, so far, has done very little display 
advertising in newspapers, but some weeks ago it 
did venture tojput|an ad in the NeW;iroric-Tbnes, 
in which it remarked, obviously cracking at less 
pretentious rivals, that its editions consisted of 
"penthouse, not rough-house humor".

A Criticism of 

Provincial Scholarship 
Holders 

Being An Interview With 
^ i .M,Dr.LeonMàSà 



"There Is. ^ a'- good 'deal to be said about schol- 
arships for tfîavéi abroad and the men they are 
awarded to," declared Dr. Leon Edel recently- re- 
turned from Paris after a sojourn of three and a 
half years as holder of a provincial, scholarship, 
and first English-speaking Qan a^ SSp^receive the 
French state doctorate in letters,' when interview- 
ed by the Daily. "Frankly I do not think that in 
most cases the right men are being sent across. 
The committees of selection must. find new criteria 
by which to judge the candidate, othêrwisé the unr 
endhig procession of third rate students who go 
across,, waste their time, are thoroughly unhappy 
in Europe, and come back with little to show, vdil 
conthiue." 

Dr. Edel was of the opinion, that the provhi- 
cial scholarship men who have been scrit abroad 
from McQlll hâve for the most i part been of tho 
high school teacher type, and while he emphasized 
that the need for good high school teachers is 
great, he felt that throe year's European training 
seemed to be the sort of thing which men des- 
ttaed for university teaching rèquired; research 
men, capable of doing, original work and capable 
of getting the most out of their- European stay. 

"The trouble Is that the men sent abroad— all 
of them good enough students here who have done 
their work conscientiously— lack Intellictual curi- 
osity. -And any one lacking intellectual curiosity 
do*8 not need European study. He is happier at 
home." 

I*, ..I!d?r.declared that many of the Rhodes 
scholars at Oxford that he had met were unhappy, 
regarding theh- sojournj abroad as w/m^'ch time 
put in and waiting eagerly for their ""termï, to 
come to an end. 

Ittees in selecting scholarship men 
?ifind out how Intellectually curious 
the candidates are, forget occasionally, their pre- 
judices about nationalities and one thing and an- 
othe>-a better type of man wouid be sent. The 
man who has been a success on the campus, or a 
solid student who has spent hours at the Ubrary, 
is not likely to be one who will make tho most of 
the European environment. It's the man who has 
felt out In various dUrectlons, who has perhaps 
run a column to the Daily, and written tho occa- 
sional book review, who is probably more curious 
and eager and critical than your mechanical docu- 
ment-amassing student."

V McGlU authorities are planning to make the university the main centre 
of social and scientific research in the Dominion, it was revealed In the 
annual report Just published. Emphasis is laid throughout the 270-page 
volume on tho value of necessity of research In the development of Canada's 
resources and tho need for more study of social problems, such as unem- 
ployment. 



Graduate School 
Citing the eminence that McGill 
has reached already in the field o£ 
soIerttUlo research, tlie report In- 
stances the popularity of the gradu- 
ate school for students of chemistry. 
"The popularity of the graduate 
school at McGill," the report points 
out, "among students of chemistry Is 
Indicated by, the fact that In all 
branches of chemistry over 50 per 
cent of the National research Coun- 
cil / student scholarships (awarded 
sipce 1916) have been given to stu- 
^Snts'Xvho have elected to hold these 
mj^McGlU, and of 50 students ill post- 
graduate work In chemistry this year 
only five are McGill graduates. We 
hope next year to be In a position to 
offer higher degrees in chemical en- 
gineering. 

Jî'It is gratifying to note that in the 
ikpulty of medicine alone," the report 
(states, "145 scientific papers were 
published during the past year, al- 
'î\bst . every department contributing 
generously. In the Pathological In- 
stîtùtë' we are gradually approaching 
the extent and breadth of experience 
of the larger European institutes; 
this Is testified to . by the Increasing 
number , of applications for scholar- 
ships' 'and assistaritships In this de- 
partment, even from the United 
States, England and Germany. 

Physlolocy Work 
'i;>?'Attentlon must be directed," the 
report continues, "to the researches 
In physiology carried out -by ProfeS' 
sors Tait, and Babkin; to those in blO' 
chemistry directed by Professors Col- 
lip and Thomson, and in Pharmacol 
bgy by Dr. Stehle. In the university 
laboratories at the Royal Victoria 
Ho^ltaliîiesearch ofijprtoe^itopor^ 
an^l^nîhder the supèrvislra^ àrid di- 
rection of Prof. J. O. Meakins and 
his assistants, and at the General 
Hospital the work Is carried on by 
Professors Howard, Rhea and others. 

record with gratification," the 
wltcr of this section of the report 
adds; "that an active cancer clinic is 
in operation at the Royal Victoria 
Hospital under Dr. J. R. Fraser and 
his able assistants. This .clinic is 
badly in need of funds in order that 
.;a ~more' vigorous fight can be waged 
against the scourge, so prevalent In 
women's diseases. The work of Drs. 
Penfield and Cone in the department 
of neuro-surgery is attracting atten- 
tion, and it is hoped that in thé not 
too distant future increased facilities 
can bè made available for the study 
and treatment of brain diseases.

"More recently Prof, E. G. D. Mur- 
ray of Cambridge University was ap- 
pointed chairman of the department 
of bacteriology and we expect similar 
advances in that subject to be made 
in the future. The department of 
physiology has been greatly strength- 
ened by the appointment of Dr. Boris 
P. Babkin, a pupil of the great Rus- 
sian physiologist Pavlov, ;j^ra|earoh 
professor in physiology, and DrTO. L. 
Husklns has been appointed associate 
professor in tho department of bot- 
any to succeed Professor Carrie Der- 
rick, who has retired after many 
years of faithful and effective ser- 
vice." 

The agricultural Industry of Can- 
ada is to be stimulated by research at 
Macdonald College where|| to ^ P Mt. 
states, "a number of depmmenM^^Bre 
co-operating in soil diagnosis and Im- 
provements, alfalfa growing, pasture 
rejuvenation and the genital diseases 
of cattlo." The ! menace of animal 
parasites has received the attention 
of college authorities and ; "an exten- 
sive project Is being carefully' planned 
and outlined, and It is hoped to In- 
terest tho Provincial Department of 
Agriculture, the National 
Council and the Empire Marketing 
Board in the construction of an In 
stitute of Helmlnthology at Macdon 
aid College, which will serve not only 
Canada but the whole north temper 
ate zone." 

Social and Economic 

Social and Economic research are 
to play an increcisingly larger part at 
the university for, as tho . report 
'points out, "McGlil University is in a 
Unique position for the prosecution of 
studies of this nature. Situated in 
the largest city in Canada,, the prin- 
cipal Industrial and financial centre 
of the Dominion, with its cleavage of 
citizens into two main races com 
plicatlng all social problems, McOlll 
Is the logical centre for the study, of 
these problems." 

Unemployment is now under in' 
vestlgatlon, the report pointed out. 
While considerable attention is given 
to 'the place of research, the repott 
also covers all other activities at the 
university wltli a section devoted to 
the outstanding record of McGill In 
competitive athletic events. 

The report has been sent to His 
'Excellency, Right Hon. Earl of Bess- 
borough, a foreword by Principal Sir 
Arthur Currie ii^catlng the Govern- 
or-General's relation to the univer- 
sity as Visitor; 



History of Commerce ^32
